Kimmswick VW hich Now Is Thought. to Have Been Made by an Old Enemy

STRANGER 
ATTACK 


Mysteries multiply as the atfack Tuesday 
evening upon Frederick L. Drake, lone oc- 
cupant of his big home on-the Mississippi 
river bluffs, one mile north of Kimmswick, 
Mo., 2 miles south of St. Louis, on the 
Iron Mountain Railroad, is investigated. 

Investigation proves that burglary was 
added to the attempt at assassination, but 
it does not show that burglary was the 
chief motive. On the contrary, it seems 
to be proven that it was an afterthought, 
either due to cupidity or a desire to con- 
ceal the real motive. 

The .theory at first entertained, 
Drake was the victim of tramps, is not 
borne out by recent developments. The 
fuct that one of the assailants used a shot- 
gun is declared. to, disprove the tramp the- 
ory, for tramps do not carry shotguns. 

Investigation’ also shows that ai least 
two men made the attempt at assassina- 
tion, although it does not show that “more 
than one committed the subsequent rob- 
bery. 

It is also shown that the would-be assass- 
ins, beside beating or chopping their victim 
as he opened the door of his home in re- 
sponse to their knock, was shot at, al- 
though the condition of the patient, now at 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital -in St. Louis, 
does not show that any of the shots took 
effect. 

The presence of a mysterious stranger in 
Kimmswick Wednesday night, when he 
was ferried across the river to the Iill- 
nois shore, and the discevery of a peculiar 
heel print’in the yard around the house, are 
other interesting revelations of a day's 
search for solutions of the mystery. 

When to this is added rumors, some of 
them repeated as statements coming from 
lips of the victim, of Drake’s reasons for 
leaving his home near Natchez, Miss., eight 
or nine years ago, and the presence of the 
photograph of 4 beautiful woman on the 
mantel of Drake's living room, it is small 
wonder that the people of Kimmswick and 
the neighbofhood are widely divided in their 
theories as to the motive for the attempted 
killing, and that while some of them ad- 
here to their belief that it was robbery, 
others declare that it was revenge. 

Drake himself is still unable to speak, al- 
though his conditions shows improvement. 
His tongue is not destroyed, as was at first 
believed, but -is so badly swollen that it 
will be several days before he can use it. 
He has been rational’ ever since the at- 
tack, and has, when his physicians would 
permit ¢t’ written on pads of paper enough 
to give some help to those who are trying 
to solve the case. 

His know ledge of what happened is 
meager, however, and does not clear up 
any of the important points. If he has any 
idea that any other motive than robbery 
prompted his assailants, he has given no 
sign of it. 


The Mysterious 
Stranger Seen, 


At 4 o'clock this morning, Drake became 
restless and gave some indications of ap- 
proaching delirium, but later recovered 
from this , 

The appearance of the Stranger at 
Kimmewick Wednesday afternoon may, in 
the opinion of detectives employed by 
Wriends of Drake to work on the Case, 
prove of more importance than was at frst 
thought. 

This stranger approached the ferry boat 
operated by Steve Bradshaw at 3 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon, and sked for the 
ferryman. Then he went to a saloon near 
the Iron Mountain railroad station and 
about 100 yards from the ferry landing

The gh oe man is described as being of 
medium build, about 5 feet 10 inches tall, 
between 30 and 35 years old with light hair, 
brass or gold-rimmed spectacles, dressed 
well in dark clothes, one wearing a soft, 
black hat of medium size. 

He was a southerner and, according to 
Bradshaw and others who saw him 
Kiramswick,. had the same accent as they 
had noted in Drake's conversation. < 

In the hard soi] near the edge of the riv- 
er at the ferry landing there is a heel track 
left by the stranger. It shows the nails of 
the right heel proj. cted perhaps a sixt th 
of an inch, as though one thickness of 
leather had been torn off. 

This is the same kind of track that was 
noted in the neighborhood of the nouse 
where the attack was made. 

Proof that the attack on “the Gentleman 
of the Bluffs’’ was made by two men, that 
a shot was fired at him, and that robbery 
was committed as an afterthought, seems 
conclusive. 

Drake explained, by means of a pad and 
péncil, after he had dragged himself, 
wounded, to a neighbor's house, after the 
assault, that he went to the door in re- 
sponse to raps, opened it, saw “a 
with a weapon in “either hand,” and that 
“tney’’ at once attacked him 

It seems certain that this. man at the 
door had an™“ex or blunt instrument and 
began chopping at his victim's face as 
soon as he opened the door. 

Before the door is a latticed porch, and a 
little to the left of a direct line in front of 
this door there is a markatthe edge of 
the porch which shows that a shotgun was 
fired from that point. 

This shotgun was aimed at the open 
doorway, as is proved by the fact +hat 
birdshot were found in the ceiling Wednes- 
day afternoon on a direct Aine with the 
doorway and the mark on the porch, and 
a fresh 12-guage gunwad was found in the 
room. The holes in the celling were re- 
cently made, as is shown by the fact that 
plaster dislod nto ol by the shot was found 
on furniture directly under. 

It is believed that while the man at the 
door attacked Mr. Drake with the ax or 
other weapon and beat him, the other man, 
at the end of the porch, fired at him.

Drake wrote that affer he was struck he 
staggered into Ahe room, after closing the 
door, stagg i to a table, and then 
dropped On a couch beside a window; that 
“they’’ came into the room, kicked him 
into *bhe kitchen, closed the door and left 
him there. 

Bloodstaing on the floor of the room 
bear out his story of staggering about the 
room and lying down upon the cot; and a 
cuckoo clock, fallen to the floor and broken, 
with its hands pointing to 7:25, shows the 
time of the attack. 

Bloodstains in the kitchen 
statement that he was there, also. When 
he went to Tierney’s home after the ut- 
tack he wrote that he had slipped a $5 bill 
under the oilcloth cover of a table in the 
kitchen, fearing ‘‘they’’ would return and

CITY OF MEXICO, Mex., Dec. 1—The 
ineuguration of Porfirio Diag as President 
of the Reublic of Mexico for the seventh 
time amd of Senor Don Ramon Corral as 
Vice-President took place today in 
the hall of the chamber of deputies under 
the most avSpicious circumstances. 

Preparatigns for thg inauguration have 
been going ever sifce the election, June 
7, but have extended over a pe- 
riod of .about ortnight, beginning with 
the grand ball given in honor of President 
and Mrs. Diaz, Nov. 10, which was attended 
by the Mexican and Spanish aristocracy 
of the capital. 

At sunrise today all the artillery sta- 
tioned in the federal district apd also the 
infantry here and at barracks throughout 
the republic, fired a presidential salute and 
flags were Noisted over all public buildings. 

The principal streets and edifices and 
residences were decorated profusely with 
arches and nationa) flags, freely inter- 
spersed with the flags of foreign nations. 
One of the features of the street decora- 
tions: was the two allegorical arches over 
the Paso de la Reforma, the principal street 
of the capital, representing “Peace” and 
“Glory.” These arches were greatly ad- 
mired on account of their artistic construc» 
tion. \ 

There was a huge procession, at the head 
of which rode many members of the local 
police force. 

The pageant was made up of thousands 
of federal troops, reserves, bands, socie- 
ties, political organizations and many 
prominent political personages, including 
the governors of the states comprised in 
the union. The procession proceeded. to 
the Hal! of Congress, where, amid great 
enthusiasm, the president and vice-prési- 
dent were formaliy notified of their elec-

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SILVER SERVICES FOR 
FRANCIS AND THOMPSON. 


President Francis and Treasurer Thomp- 


son were handsomely remembered by the 
World's Fair board of directors, when to 
each was presented on’ the Plaza of St. 
Louis, near the Louisiana monument. an 
elaborate silyer service of more then 100 
pieces. 

The presentation speech was made by 
Festus J. Wade, chaérman of the commit- 
tes whieh arranged for thé gift. 

The silver service ven to President 
Francia cost $17,000, and that of which Mr. 
Thompson was the recipient, $15,900. This 
total sum of $32,000 represented the personal 
subscriptions of the Ex ition board of 
directors and prominent orld’s Fair of- 
ficials. 

Several thousand ne witnessed the 

presentation, which was made immediately 
after Mr. Francis had concluded his speach.

When the cheering subsided, the presi- 


dent laughingly protested against the 
award. of the jury, insisting that he had 
noe Been consulted about it. 

“The inscription is: “Grand prize award- 
ed: to David_R.«Francis. for, emiment -ex- 
ecutive.-ability and superior management 
of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 
April 80 to December 1, 1904.’’ 

A silver set identical with that presented 
to President Francis was presented to Wil- 
iam H. Thompson, treasurer of the Ex- 
position. Festus J. Wade, in making the 
presentation, said that it was intended 
to express the pleasure of the directors 
“at the m ificent and almost impossible 
service rendered." 

In the absence of Mr. Thompson, Mr. 
Wade called on “the most distinguished citi- 
zen of St. Louis and of Missouri and one 
who I hope some day ge see president of 
the United States, D. ncis.’

HOTEL ELEVATORS STOPPED

Insufficient Insulation and Wires 
~ ” Orossed Believed to Have 
Caused Lose. 


Wire which started in the basement of 


the three-story brick building at Tenth and 
St. Charles streets, supposedly from crossed 
wires, occupied by the Union Light and 
Power Co., at 2:10 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing, caused the section of the city lighted 
‘by electricity, from the river to Grand 
avenue and from Arsenal street to Bremen 
“avenue, to be In darkness. The damage 
will be repaired in time to render the usual 
-gervice Thursday night. 

Upon the discovery of the fire, employes 
of the plant did not at firet turn in an 
“alarm, but attempted tq extinguish the 
blaze themselves. In a few moments it 
‘was out of their contro] and an alarm was 
rent In. 

A half hour after the Se arrived, 
a number of sharp reports were heard, so 
joud that the firemen at first believed 
them to be explosions, and ran from the 
building, but upon discovering that no 
damage had resulted, they returned to 
aight the fire. 

What was taken for an explosion was 
probably the sharp reports made by wires, 
the ineulation of which had been burned 
of, sagging down and striking together. 

A portion. of the floor of the room con- 
taining the dynamos and switchboards fell 
en hour after the fire started, letting three 
dynamos and one switchboard down into 
the basement. There was no one stand- 
fing upon the part of the floor which. fell. 

The floor was of concrete and six inches 
in thickness, being laid over a wooden 
floor. The concrete fell of its own weight 
after the woodem floor beneath it burned 
away. 

The yreater part of both the street and 
commerctal lighting in the city was fur- 
niehed from this plant. All the Ughts on 
the cireult were extinguished and the Jef- 
ferson Hotel elevators were stopped. 

The ‘police report states that the fire was 
caused by issufficient insulation. The dam- 
age is estimated at $3500 on the wiring and 
machinery and $2000 on the building.

SGULPTOR INSANE 


Artisan Who bodies Violent at 
Cathedral Service Had Worked 
, Day and“Night.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—Overwork and 
loss of sleep in a vain effort to win for- 
tune and fame are given as the cause of 
the wrecking of the mind of FEarnest 
Surbley, a young French sculptor, who is 
in the psychopathic ward in Bellevue Hos- 
pital stark crazy 

Surbley’s madness first manifested itself 
Saturday night, when he went to his home, 
at 32 East Thirty-ninth street, and his 
wild talk convinced his young wife, whom 
he married a little more than a year ago, 
that hig reason had fied. The malady as- 
sumed a more violent form at St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, when Surbley began chanting 
the service in a loud tenor voice. 

He had been a chorister when a boy and 
knew the service pérfectiv. When asked 
to cease by an usher he became violent. 
The young man was taken struggling from 
the church and put into a Bellevue ambu- 
lance. On the way to the hospital the 
mad sculptor continued his chant, and 
after he was placed in the peychophatic 
ward could not be quieted. 

His ambition to become a great sculptor 
undermined the young man’s constitution 
and caused his reason to desert him. Sur- 
biey is the son of a wealthy fruit dealer 
in Paris. He was educated in Italy and 
became an artist of no mean ability. He 
had a natural aptitude for wood carving 
and‘his father decided that he should be 
traired in this branch of art. 

After coming to this country, about 18 
months ago, the young Frenchman secured 
a position in the employ of the Steinways.

aight, 300 shots be'ng exchanged according 


to the report received by Sheriff Stein from 
his son, who ‘is the deputy in charge at the 
Leiter properties. Supt. G C. Whittier re- 
fused details beyond stating that there was 
considerable firing, to which the company’s 
muchine guns responded. Sheriff Stein 
stated that the firing began near the pump 
house, which is two miles from Ziegler, 
and then spread around the camp. 

Deputy Sheriff Stein, at Ziegier, called 
on Leiter’s men to form a posse, but they 
refused to serve. Sheriff Stein said that 
he could not say whether most of the fir- 
ing was on the inside or outside of the 
town. He sald that the Leitep-forces re- 
ported that they heard a squeal during 
the firing but were unable to find anyone 
injured. Assistant Adjutant-General R. R. 
Reece, who is at Ziegler, stated this morn- 
ing that the shooting last night was of 
the sume character as previous firings, 
continuing at odd periods up to 2 o'clock 
this morning.
